ho memory, that is not servant to him; to for- 
get all earlier loves in his—all hates, all 
wrongs; being meek tohim, thongh prond 
unto al) others; gentle to him, though to all 
others harsh: to him submissive, though unto 
high heaven something rebellious. Last, to 
keep my patience and bear his doubts, who 
have his childron borne.”’ Hered is convinced. 
“Enough, enough!”. he cries. ‘‘Though most 
magnificent of queens, I will never doubt thee 
aiter today.”’ 


But he is more plastic than Othello, Cypros 
comes to him and poisons his mind ina _trice. 
With all the vile adroitness of Iago she kin- 
dies his jealous passion anew; she tells him 
that Mariamne is false, that she has sent her 
picture to Antony. Herod is beside himse!f. 
“Woman!” he shrieks to bis mother, ‘dost 
thou crave death that thus thou tempt’st it?

Hath sent her picture to Mark Antony, the 
Egyptian harlot’s lover? She, my wife, the 
queen of Jewry? Mariamne? She, the wife 
ef Herod? Oh, if thou has lied I'll have thy 
heart cut and thrown straightway beneath the 
feet of Mariamne!’’ But the poison is there, 
fankling. He goes to Joseph, Salome’s 
husband, but faithfulest friend to 
Mariamne and the -king, and makes 
him swear to take Mariamne’s life if Antony 
takes his. Truly, as Joseph soliloquizes, “to 
be Herod's wife were punishment cnough for a 
she-angel grown rebellious, where Lucifer was 
burled intoa hell.’”’” There follows-a scene 
wherein Mariamne, fired by tbe king’s rough 
treatment of hisson Alexander, resents his 
fierce mood and Herod hints darkly at his sus- 
picions. This she will not stand, and thus 
Speaks out: ‘‘Now shame on thee, doubting 
King! J will bear all but that which slurs my 
honor. Darest thou stand, look in my eyes, 
and hint me wanton? . No, thou dost not dare 
to do it.”’ And, calling Alexander and Aristo- 
ulus, her other son, she leaves hum cowed, but 
hot contented. 

At Lrodicea there is a tumultuous scene bes 
tween Herod and Antony. The Jew braves 
the Roman, will.not have him name Marimnue 
and wanton Cleopatra in the same breath, but 
when at length it transpires that the picture in 
Antony’s possession was sent him by Alexan- 
dra, Mariamne’s mother, Herod is transported 
With joy and wild with remorse. “Oh, Mar- 
famne, Mariamne, Mariamne!”’ he cries, “thou 
shall set foot upon my neck for this, loll on mv 
throne and take my diadem ‘to girdle thee.” 
Antony returns the picture, and Herod sets out 
for home. Meanwhile Mariauine has been 
having a passage at arms with Salome, who 
Spitefully cutting little Alexander, is seized by 
his mothe, swung to the ground and on her 
knees mad to crave the pardon of both the 
boy and Mariamune.

The irrepressible Alexandria now com plt- 
cates affairs by inducing old Hyreanus to sign 
a compromising letter to Malchus, governor of 
Arabia, asking a body of horsemen to escort 
him from Jerusalem’s—boundaries.

i “Oh, God! I choke! Wine, there! 
blood, blood!’’ This taste for 
The agony begins to 
pile up. Herod, with fire in his eye, 
laughing and prancing about the palace like a 
demen escaped from hell. ‘* May starved 
fiends,” he shrieks, “with faces like her chil- 
dren’s, gnaw her heart and spit in her eyes to 
dry her tears! May she be Baai’s drudge, and 
bear him devils to rend her paramour. Gad! 
God! God! God! Qhat I were Thyself, to 
revise bal and multiply capacity for pain by 
all the woflds in space!’’ He springs at Sa- 
lome and chokes her; he issues the order for 
Joseph’s death in her presence, and is half- 
minded that her lap shall serve as a block for 
her Wusband’s beheading. Itis charming to 
see how Salome has defeated her own purpose ; 
she crouches in terror and swears she has lied 
—jnust not Mariamne die, too?—but Herod is 
inexorable. Moreagony. The letter to Mal- 
chus falls through treachery into the king’s 
possession. He begins to doubt his own sanity 
—one can not help seeing he is ridiculously 
late in doing so. Little Alexander runs, pale 
as death, to tell him that wicked men are about 
to chop off old Joseph’s head. ‘‘Come!”’ he 
urges: “The Lord has cut so deep into 
his wrists! Come, father!’’ Herod 
gloats, and holds the boy aloft 
in hisarmsthat he may see the execution 
from a window. At sight of the flashing 
sword, the bending neck and the ‘‘blood, 
blood, blood,” little Alexander turns suddenly 
with a wild gesture: ‘‘Thou’rt not my father! 
Thou arta devil! Devils wear not crowns! 
There, devil!’? And snatching off his father’s 
crown, he flings itou’ of the window, while 
Herod, dashing the boy to the ground, ex- 
claims: ‘“‘Not thy father? I believe thee.” 
He was wrong, of course; but the lad was 
quite right. Herod was a devil. 

There is a lull in the flowof gore. The con- 
testants fertce for advantage. Salome tries to 
stab. Mariamne, but is foiled; she succeeds, 
however, in persuading the king, through a 
perjured cup-bearer, that the quecn has pre- 
pared a poisonous love potion for him. The 
revelation comes at an opportune moment, 
when Herod, having imprisoned old Hyrcanns 
for sending the letter to Malchus, is almost 
relenting under the spell of Marianine’s 
beauty and the bewitching prospect she holds 
out to him of a reconciliation. She 
joins her mother and Hyrcanus in pris 
there in a touching scene when the old king 
takes final leave of his wailing child, grand- 
child and great-grandchildren and obeys the 
fatal summons of the Sanhedrim Mariamne 
is now distraught, but terribly tranquil. She 
taunts Herod until again he wants to know if 
he is going mad. ‘‘Nay, kiss me!’’ she says. 
“Tam sister to Aristobulus., Nay, wilt not 
kiss me? Thy treasurer Joseph loved me. 
Nay, now kiss me. [am the grandchild of 
Hyreanus!”’ Or, shesays: “If that will not 
pleasure thee, 1’1l make a feast foythee, and in 
thine honor thesey thy two sdéns, I'll have 
served up with blood for wine.’’ Then she 
heaps a cumulative curse upon him that is a 
marvel of art and leaves him stageering with 
heart on fire and more in love than ever. It 
is the tragic beginning of an overwhelming 
end. Salome enters with the poisonous love 
potion ready to give the proof on which her 
own life depends. Aslave is summoned, and, 
drinking a draught of the brew tothe health of 
the king, dies horribly. Mariamne is cast into 
a dungeon and there the triumphant Salome 
comes to gird and insult her until the queen 
cries out: “Joseph! Joseph! Joseph! rise 
from thy grave and blast this devil with thy 
festering horror. Leap to her arms all head- 
Fecs@asthou art and venge my wrongs. I, 
Marianne, summon thee, who was and am the 
queen of Jewry!”’ But the Diistering tongue 
of Saiome still wags. until Mariamne seizes 
and stabs her with her own dagger. The next 
instant, suinmoned by the Sanhedrin, she goes 
bravely forth to her death. At this juncture, 
Herod comes to the conclusion that Mariamne 
mast notdie. ‘I care not what she purposed, 
Til forgiye her—I will forgive her and be writ 
forever Herod the happy fool of Mariamne! 
*e# * © * * Yes, yes, I will forgive her, 
and teach her not to hate me.’’ He -mor- 
alizes a little late in the day, as he is told by 
an*attendant. But for his trouble the faithful 
attendant is run through with the royal sword. 
So Mariamne is dead. “Oh, God!’’ cries 
Herod, “let rediess possess the earth, the 
heavens forswear their blue, the sea its green! 
Ay, let the very stars put on her color, aud 
burn bloodily to do her honor! I will build a 
pyramid unto her memory, and its little stone 
shall twice outsize Cheops’ cntirety; while for 
a urortar, J will mix the dust of emperors dead 
with blood of living kings!’’ 

He tries to cajole little Alexander into for- 
giving and loving him, but the boy stoutly 
avows his contempt and loathing. Then the 
unhappy monarch goes off by himself and so- 
liloguizes, ‘‘Dead? dead? Were God to say 
it, Pdery God a liar!’ Nevertheless Mar- 
ilamne is dead. “‘What! dol live,and Mar- 
lamne dead? What! am I Herod, and Mar- 
iamne slainat my command?—that Herod 
whom men call the great. Just God! Herod 
the Great! .Ay! Herod the great in sin.” 
Whereupon he falls forward upon his face,

THE OLD CITY .OF DERRY, 


And Its Historic Surroundings— 
Life on a Steamship. 


For The Constitution. 

Derry, Ireland, July 30.—‘Steady, Miss— 
you’re all right—see, I'l] hold you.” 

So spake one of the sailors on the S. 8. Cir- 
cassia, as I stood irresolutely at the top of the 
narrow board they call the gang-plank, and 
watched, with a feeling a-kin to awe, the great 
volume of water swelling against the side of 
our “ocean home,” and retreating to be bro- 
ken into smaller waves against the little ‘‘ten- 
der’ that has come out to meetus. My feel- 
ing changes to one of admiration as one pas- 
senger after another submits him or herself to 
the care of the sailor,and glides gracefully 
down from the deck of the steamer and ar- 
rives quite safely at the other end, while I 
vaguely wonder if (unlike me) they have not 
‘“‘walked the plank”’ before. 

Se much has been written descriptive of sea- 
voyages, (which after all are much the same), 
so many attempts have been made to give to 
the inexperienced some faint idea of the hor- 
rors of sea-sickness—the pleasure on board a 
steamcr—the number of whales seen and sails 
“sighted,’’ the fogs off the banks of Neyw- 
foundland and around the coast of Ireland, 
and the melancholy homesick feeling inspired 
by the fog-horn—these all have been so often 
written about, that I have not attempted it. 
Our good steamer has made the trip in the usual 
number of days, and, as I commence my letter, 
is anchored in Movile harbor, for the accom- 
modation of those passengers wishing to land 

ON IRISH SOIL. 

I overcome my timidity, and walk bravely 
down the plank to the tender, where I am ta- 
ken in charge by, you might say thrown upon, 
the ‘‘tender’ mercies of the sailor who is 
waiting to receive us, and hauled on board. 

The last passenger is aboard, the anchor has 
been taken up, and we wave our handkerchiefs 
tv those we have lefi, and give a little sigh of 
recret for the good ship that has brought us 
gafely such a distance, and for the pleasant ac- 
quaintance that has ended. 

In about two hours Loch Foyle is reached, 
and you sail slowly into it, you think it quite 
picturesque, and say to your neighbor, ‘‘Is not 
this very pretty?’’ But as you get farther in, 
the beauty grows upon you, and you stand lost 
inadmiration,until coming around the bend,the 
dazzling beauty of the scene bursts full upon 
you, and you cry in delight. The reflection of 
the sun on the water-—the way the water has 
made inundations in the shore, thus giving the 
edge of the Loch a ragged, jagged appearance 
-—-the brilliant green of the turf along the 
shore—the mountains just back of it covered 
with verdure—the many shades of green and 
brown—the brilliant yellow flowers of the 
furze, and the purple of- the heather, all go to 
make a picture I am sure, unsurpassed, the 
coloring of which can have no equal. 

Very soon we anchored; and here com- 
mences the hurry—crowding and talking, that 
ver seems essential where bagyage is to be ex- 
amined. The system of inspection here, is 
very unlike that adopted by the United States, 
Going into New York, the custom-house oili- 
cers come on board before the steamer is an- 
chored, and cach passenger is requested by 
them to give name, and to swear that she has 
nothing but her own wearing apparel in her 
trunks, boxes or bazs, aud answering satisfac- 
torily, given a tickct with a number on it, 
which you present at the oifice on the pier, and 
as cach young woman whose duty it is to exam- 
ine the luggage has certain numbers; the one 
to whom you number falls, goes with you to 
perform her duty. Genilemen have young 
men to examine their luggage. 

CUSTOM-HOUSE REGULATIONS. 

Perhaps ’tis because they have free trade in 
Ireland that they are not so patticular. If so, 
[never want to return from Europe until you 
have free trade in America. 

He-e, the custom-house ofticers come on 
board, each one opens the trunk most conve- 
nient to him, upsets everything in it, stirs the 
contents with a stick, spilis a bottle of St. Ja- 
cob’s oil on your Sunday bonnet, and drowns 
your shoes in white-rose, and then passes on to 
perform for your impatient neighbor the same 
graceful service, leaving you to re-arrange 
your apparel, rescue your shoes, and lookout 
for soine opening in the crowd through which 
to make your exit. They dosome damage—the 
men—but they do it with the stick, and don’t 
go diving into your trunk and fish up some- 
thing—the doll you have for your little sister; 
the Sunday school book for your friend. and 
the black-thorn stick for your father, out of 
the very bottom of your trunk,and after 
spreading them out for the rest of the passen- 
gers to inspect, raise themselves up, and twist- 
ing their diamond ring around, and gazing at 
your poor little presents, chirp sweetty ‘are 
these wearing apparel?’’ I much prefer the 
lrishmen to the American girls when trunks 
are 10 be inspected. 

A SURE FOUNDATION, 

Finally we manage to get ourselves and our 
luggage off the tender, and once more stand 
on “terra firma.’ °T's 4 great comfort after a 
sea vovage of twelve days, to once more feel a 
firm foundation under your feet, and to feel 
that you can preserve your equilibriuin with- 
out cluiching at everything that comes in your 
way, or,if you are indulging in a glass of water, 
to have the consolation that it will not be sent 
whistling away from you, but that you can 
take it quietly and to your comfort, without 
spilling a drop. That makes me think of a 
funny litile incident that happened ou beard 
the steamer, The sea had been rather rough 
all day, «nd we had to remain below deck ; and 
were seated with books and papers around the 
table in the ladies’ cabin, when we were 
aroused from the contemplation of books, cas- 
tlebuilding—longing for home or dinngy, as the 
case might be [you get very hungry at sea’, by 
hearing a childish voice, saying in a tone of 
complaint rather mixed with surprise, ‘‘me 
don’t like dis house, its such a ‘juggy’ house.’’ 
The wee toddler had started to walk over to 
his mother, who was seated a little from him, 
When a sudden lunch of the vessel had rolled 
him under the table,where he came to the con- 
clusion that his present abode hadn’t a firm 
foundation, and at once once expressed his 
opinion that it was a ‘‘juggy’’ house. 

Where was l when I stopped to tell you about 
the little boy? 

I think—yes, we were on the wharf at Lon- 
donderry. We met a very large old gentleman 
on beard, who had been in America delivering 
temperance lectures, and was returning to 
Dublin. Hearing that we had the same desti- 
nation, and knowing our relatives, he made 
himself known to us, and has been a pleasant 
companion and a good friend. He is off now 
to sce ihat onr trunks are taken off the tender. 

Standing on the wharf waiting for him, I 
look about—for the first to be considered is a 
conveyance of some kind. I look”out for a 
hack, but there is none to be seen. I wonder 
why there is none at the landing, and if it wiil 
be much trouble to get one. 

There are some people out before us—I’]l 
wait and see how they manage. 

Yonder is an old gentleman and his wife, 


and there is porter with their luggage; but 


what will he do with it? 

Surely he can’t mean to put it in that little 
cart? Why, itis scarcely larger than a little 
boy’s wagon, and the little animal hitched to 
it is about the size of a Newfourfdland dog. 

“TIT gazed, and still my wonder grew.” The 


porter puts into the cart two trunks and goes | 


away. 

Now I want to know how the old couple will 
fare, but they are standing quite unconcerned, 
not knowing that I am anxiously waiting for 
them to make the first move so that I may fol- 
low suit. 

There is the porter back again with a satchel, 
a shawl-strap, a bird cage and a tin box. In 
the little cart he stores these numerous articles, 
until I begin to wonder if it is some ingenious 
invention—elastic—or has it a false bottom ? 

Fiually, the driver, a strong healthy man, 
gives the thing a look to see that they are se 
cure, and, to my great amazement, gots in too-

man be added to the list, and if so, perhaps I 
might be allowed to sit on tin box. 
REMINDED OF BALAAM. 

But the little animal, as though reading my 
thoughts, resents them, and lifting up his voice, 
utters a mest -vociferous protest.

For 
what he lacks in size he is fully compensated 
in voice. For great volume and strength of tone

It is a two-wheel concern, very high, with a 
box-like contrivance in the center, On either 
side of the box is a seat, and the passengers sit 


with their backs to each other, and their feet | 


toward the street. Twocan sit on each seat, 
and the ‘‘jarvey”’ sits on the box. It is in col- 
we brown, wich cushions covered with 
navy blue cloth and edged with a deep fringe, 
you have the far-famed Irish jaunting car. It 
is peculiar to Ireland, and no where else can it 
be found. 

The jarvey and the old gentleman, assist the 
fat cid lady on tothe car, drive off, and my 
problem is solved. 

‘We go and do likewise, and reach our desti- 
nation (the railway station) tired and hungry, 
only to find thatthe train for Dublin will not 
leave for three hours, We ounce more mount 
acar. itis almost an ascent,and quite an 
easy matter for the “long and lanky.” 

Washington Irving’s Ichabod Crane, would 
have been the right man in the right place, on 
a jaunting car. 

Having accomplished the feta, the horse 


‘dashes away at lightning speed, and we amuse 


ourselves trying to stay on the thing, and pro- 
voke the mirth of the natives by the way we 
clutch the back of the seat, while the look of 
mortal tercor depicted on our countenance in 
our countenance at once assures them that we 
are American. 

We tell the driver that we want to see the 
town, using private conveyance. 

THE STREETS OF DERRY. 

Walking along the streets of Derry, one is 
struck with the ancient appearance of the 
buildings, and the narrow, irregular streets, 
while the air of great cleanliness about every- 
thing you see—-the entire absence of beggars, 
and the happy, healthy look of the people as 
they co quietly about their work, gives you an 
idea of 2 prosperous city, and a contented peo- 

le. Presbyterians are in the majority, and 
the people have an accent scarcely to be dis- 
tinguished from the Scotch. 

It isa very old place, and is renowned for 
the walls by which it is surrounded, and the 
long seige it underwent nearly two hundred 
years ago. 

The wall is very wide, with an arch at cach 
street to pass through and stairs to go up to it, 
so that at manv of the streets you can get up 
on the wall from where you obtain a splendid 
view of the town. 

The beauty of the verdure-clad mountains, 
the silvery sheen of the river Foyle, the quaint 
architecture of the old cathedra!, and the nar- 
row streets and the old-fashioned houses,.all 
make a picture that will never leave my mind.

INTERESTING GEORGIA STUDY. 


The Story of Petersburg and 
Lisbon. 
Writicn For The Constitution. 
Arnens, Ga., August 14.—[Special.)—At 
the confluence of the Broad and Savannah 


rivers, in Filbert county, in the latter part of 
tie eighteenth century, stood a city that 


threatened to rival Augusta as a trading point. 
This city was named Petersburg, and before its 
decay was as well known as iseven Atlanta 
today. Across Broa® river, in Lincoln comnty, 
at the same time that Petersburg wasin the 
zenith of is glory, was located arival town 
named Lisbon; while on the Carolina side was 
athird city, Vienna. Petersburg was by far 
the largest town and best business point. Then 
came Vienna, and next Lisbon. These three 
were built at what was then thought to 
head of navigation onthe Savannah 
river, antl promised to he, places of Considera- 
ble inn portaneces. They tere located long be- 
fore the days of cotton and steamboats, when 
tobaceo was the great staple of this section of 
counry, and navigation of the Savannah, was 
by railroads. I cannot learn in what year 
these old towns were first laid out, but it must 
have been shortly afterthe close of the revo- 
jutionary war, for in the old graveyard are 
geen monuments dating back a century.

LOCKJAW CURED, 
A Delicate Operation Performed by a New 
York Surgeon. 
From the Globe-Democrat. 

New York, July 26.—A remarkable opera- 
tion was performed recently under the bright elec- 
tric lights in the éperating room of the Chambers 
Street hospital. Extended gn the operating table, 
surrounded by the whiterobed: ho use staff of surge 
ons, lay the form ofa woman, Her face was drawn 
into the most shozking contortions. Whatisknown 
professionally as the grin sardonicus was well de- 
veloped, and as the ether was slowly given 
it partly relaxed, but one covld see at 
a glance that hers wasacase of that happily rare 
complication, traumatic lockjaw. The patient was 
Mary McDonnoll, aged thirty years. 
anininate of the hospital two months, and was 
brought there in an ambulanee from her home in 
Muiberry street, with a fractured skulh At that 
time a reiarkablé operation war periormed on her. 
Dr, Phelps, the grave-faced attending surgeon, had 
trephine@ the fractnred cranium and removed a 
quantity of splintered bone and blood clots. Fora 
while she seemed to be progressing towartl recovery, 
but tour weeks ago the tirst symptoms of her present 
trouble commenced. The wound in the scalp 
swelicd and stopped healing, and the evidence of 
an unusual inflammation was apparent. It was 
feared that the inflammation would extend tothe 
brain and its membranes, which would have been 
certain to have caused a fatal result within a few 
hours, but happily this was prevented. 

Three days after the appearance of these symptoms 
twitching df the fncial muscles- and spasms of no 
very great severity told the surgeon what he would 
have iocontend with. These spasms soon became 
very severe, and the mobility of the muscles of the 
face anid neck diminished after each of them, unti 
at length the jaws bocame permanently locked, and 
remained

bout ten thousand vines and he thinks er do}- 
lar er piece is er low estimate of their worth, 
for he will clear twenty-five hundred dollars 
offen this year’s crop and will increase that 
protit from year to year as his vineyard facili- 
ties becomes more perfected. 

“This outlandish old fellowis named Ber- 
_nard, and he hails from er little village called 
Natzvilier, Alsace-Loraine. He can’t speak 
a word of our United States talk, but he has 
children Who have learned to talk and one of 
them named Shen (John) is elever and will 
tell you what the old man means by his jaber 
ish, and from him IT learned things that ought 
to make this young generation er shamed of 
themselves for leaving. old Georgia becange 
they can’t do well. 

“When the war was raging between France 
and Germany, the people refugeed from Al- 
sace-Loraine, jist like they did here in front of 
old Sherman, and went toward Paris. ‘These 
Bernards were among the refugees and when 
the war was ended and their country fell 
under ‘the government of the Germans, they 
refused to return, but instead they cameé over 
to the United States and landed in New York 
City on the [0th day of May, 1881, with only 
eighty-five cents to back ’em up and er house 
full of children with appetites like young ali- 
gators. 

“An agent of the Atlanta cotton factory seed 
‘em at New York and made er trade with ‘ei 
to come to Atlanta and work in the factory. 
They sold everything they had that would 
bring a cent and were still sixty-five dollars in 
debt when thev landed here. There was not 
one of them that could speak a word of En- 
glish, but they could work, and the whole fam- 
lv went at it, and 
wages was paid over tothe old man he run 
plum wild and was frantically jesticulating 
erbout ‘much fme eountry this was,’ as some 
foreigners who could understand him ex- 
plained, 

“This old man Bernard was not like some of 
our folks who wanted to get rid of their little 
farms and inove to town, but he at once went 
to work saving and planning to get him er fey 
acres and longing to see the day when he couid 
take judy chilgrop out of ihe factory to breath 
the pure atr that fanued the rural distrigts 
around Atlanta. 

“By. the aid of Governor Bulloek and the 
firm of i’lsas % May, old man Bernard was en- 
abled to bily this seven-acre place, and he at 
once moyed upon it with hig numerous family, 
and has long since paid for it. 

“The old folks went to work upon the farm, 
while the children remained in the facteries, 
and thus they struggled, always buoyed up 
with the hope that the day would soon come 
that they might withdraw from the factory, 
werk and live under their own ‘vine and fig 
tree.’ 


“For three years spades and grubbing hoes 
were all they had todo the work that our 


folks perform with the horse and plow. The 
children walked to Elsas & May’s factory, at 
the end of Decatur street—four miles from 
where they lived—to work. Through heat 
and cold and mud and rain, day after day, 
these girlsand boys were up beiore daylight 
and on their way to the factory. while the old 
folks stayed at home using the grubbing ‘hoe 
and the spade tu break their ground, and the 
littie farm begin to blossom and bioom and 
the ruts begin to pass erway, and pretty soon 
they had a cow and pigs, and these were dom- 
icilicd im the front yard, and the people in 
passing erlong the road wondered at such a 
way of doing, but the Bernards soon had a 
barn upon the place that was better than the 
rickety dwelling and people wondered again 
why they did not build a dweliing first, but 
the Bernards went on and never a sprig of 
grass nor a weed grew upon that seven acres 
but what it was cured and stored away in the 
loft of the barn, andin the course of time 
they had more cows and more pigsand Wesley 
Ellictt says that they made more manure there 
in them little stalls in front of their house than 
the most of folks make who runa tén-horse 
farm, 

‘ii was three years from the time they 
movedon their little farm till they had er 
horse, and to this day not one of the family 
ean plow, but they have quit digging and 
spadiny, and hire a hand when they want 
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1 do not know of a face among | 


plowing done. 

“John Bernard is -ér clever young fello™, 
and, though he can’t talk United States no 
great sight, itis er pleasure for an old man 
like me, who has seed crab-grass grow waist 
hith and lay and rot, and cleared ground and 
burnt logs and wasted timber and seed briars 
and bushes grow. erlong the fence row ahd 
cause a waste of space ten or twelve feet at 
each end of thé rows and never thought noth- 
ine of it—I say itisa pleasure for me to set 
dowh aud hear’em talk erboutthe way they 
doin them old countries. °* 

“There er fellow that has er big farm will 
sbuild a village, and the people who work upon 
these farms live in villages. It is something 
on the order of building our nigger houses be- 
fore the war, I guess, only they have brick, 
houses and the people are peasants instead of 
slaves. 

“They don’t have nothing to waste in that 
country, for they tell me that the people 
whe rent ground only have so many 
trecs alloted to each family, and they are 
not allowed te cut them down eithér. The 
trees are What they call Italian poplars, and 
they are long and slender and do not shut off 
the sun from the crop. At acertain time each 
fall these trees are trimmed closely; that is, 
the limbs are cut off and tied. up into bundles 
and stored away and goes to make the fuel for 
these peasants until the next trimming time. 
That wouldn’t suit er nigger and it wouldn't 
suit me, for Llike a big log-heap fire and so 
does every one who was raised on er farm in 
Georgia. 

“But as I was going to tell you,”’ continued 
the old man after a pause, ‘they have got to 
where the children can stay away from the 
factory. Allerlong for six years they have 
been enriching that seven acres and growing 
cabbage and onions and turnips and garden 
truck of every kina and planting grape vines, 
until now four acres of the seven is a bearing 
vineyard, from which this year, already, they 
have stored away nineteen hundred gations of 
the grape juice and will get several hundred 
gallons more, for the whole of that old red hill 
fairly glitters with a profusion of the ripeulng 
fruit that makes the thirsty traveler's mouth 
water to pass. Itis a picture to look upon,and 
John says that the red hills. of Georgia 16 as 
good er country for grapes as is France, if you 
will do ’em right. 

“TI can’t say what these Bernards estimate 
their property to be worth at this time, 
only that the vines alone are worth ten thou-

But, besitles these vines, these poor refu- 
gees who landed tn the United States in. ‘sl, 
without a dollar, have built a handsome dwel- 
ling and improvements generally, besides 
their wine house, which they have just fin- 
ished, and which is the most important of all. 

The wine house is 90x1010 feet, three sto- 
ries high, with a ceilar of twelve feet from 
floor to ceiling. It is fancy painted, and has a

Only four acres, 
89 far, have brought any return for the labor 
expended, but all the time the ground has 
been utilized in one way and another, and 
there is a lesson in this seven acte farm that 
s:0uld put to blusli the sons of Georgia who 
would hunt better fields.

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JEWISH EXECUTIONS. 


The Four Modes of Capital Punishment 
Under the Code of Moses. 

“The general impression that ‘hanging is 
barbarous method of shufiting criminals off the 
earth,’* said a local attorney to a St. Louis Re- 
public correspondent, “has caused the New 
York legislature to create an enactment sub- 
stituting electricity for the rope. but a.glance 
at punishments invented and practiced at the 
beginning of the Christian era shows that 
hanging is ‘not so bad after all.’ The rabbis 
were the first among ancient legists to render 
the infliction of the death penalty as painless 
as possible. The manner in which thesentence 
of the law in capital cases was carried into ef- 
fect was regulated by a series of enactments. 
Every detail was proclaimed. The place of 
execution was always beyond the limits of the 
town, generally at some distance from the hall 
where judgment had been pronounced. There 
were two reasons for this. First, that a certain 
interval of time should elapse between sen- 
tence and execution,so as to permit the court 
to examine any evidence that might yet be 
forthcoming; and, secondly, that the sanhe- 
drim should not witness the execution. As 
soon as the punishment of death was decreed 
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the criminal was conducted from the court, 
wo eiders, the witnesses, and the officers of 
the tribunal accompanying him. Inadvance of 
the cortege walkéd an atiendant, proclaiming 
aloud: ‘Soandsois to be executed for such 
and such an oifense; so and so are the witnes- 
ses; the crime was coimmitted at such a place, 


| onsucha day,and at such an hour; if any per- 


Son Can urge anything against the infliction of 
the punishment let him go to the sanhedrim, 
now sitting, and state his arguments.’ Then 
the party proceeded through the town. 

“Arrived within six yards of the place of 
execution the sages who were with the culprit 
pressed him to confess his crime. They told 
him that whosoever makes confession is privi- 
leged to share in the olam haba—future exist- 
ence—sinece death was an expiation for all ini- 
quities. Lf he refused to acknowledge his guilt 
he was.asked to say: ‘May my death prove an 
atonement for all my transgressions,’ He was 
then conducted to within four yards of the 
place where the sentence was to be carried inte 
effect. The death draught was here adminis- 
tered. ‘This beverage was composed of myrrh 
and frankincense, (lebana) in a.cup of vinegar 
or light wine. It produced in the convict a 
kind of stupefaction, a semi-conscious condi- 
tion of mind and body, rendering him indiffer- 
ent to his fate and scarcely sensible to pain. 
The drink was—in. Jerusalem—provided by 

women, whd considered this one of the greatest 
metzvoth—meritorionus deeds. In provincial 
towns the local communal! authorities were re- 
quired to furnish the criminal with the 
draught. As soon as the culprilt had drank of 
the stupefying draught the execution took 
place. 

‘Ty gaecordance with the Mosaic code four 
kinds ef death were infiicted, cach appropriate 
to a distinct series of crimes—starving, strang- 
ling, burning, and decapitation. Nothing can 
be nore absurd than the notions generally cur- 
rent respecting the mannerin which these yun 
ighinents welré rie ds gut gmong the Jéws. 
The stoning of the bie and of the Talmud, 
was not, aS Vulgarly supposed, 2 pell-mell cast- 
ing of stones ata criminal; the burning had 
nothing whatever in common with the process 
of consuming by fire a living person as prac- 
ticed by the churehmen of middie ages, Nor 
did the stiangiing bear any resemblance to the 
English method of putting prisoners to death. 
This stoning to death of the Talmud was per- 
formed as follows: Thecriminal! was conducted 
to an elevated space, divested of his attire, if 
aman, and then hurled to the ground below. 
The height of the eminence from which he 
was thrown. was always more than fifteen feet 
-—the higher, within certain limits, the better, 
It was not, however, to be so high as fo smash 
or greatly disfigure the body. This was a ten 
der point with the Jews. Man was created in 
God’s image, and it was not permitted to dese- 
crate the templeshaped by heaven’s own hand. 
The first of the witnesses who had testified 
against the condemned man acted as execu- 
tioner, in accordance with Deut. xviii,7. If 
the convict fell face downward he was turned 
on his back. If he was not quile deadastone, 
so heavy as to require two persaus to carry if, 
was taken to the top of the eminence whence 
he had been thrown; the second of the wit- 
nesses then hurled the stone so as to fall wpon 
the culprit below. The process, however, was 
seldom necessary, the semi-stujefied condition 
of the convict and the height from which he 
was cast ensuring instant death. The bodies 
of those condenined for blasphemy or idolatry 
were subsequently hung upon a gallows until 
dusk; in other cases immediately after execu- 
tion tlre corpse was interred. Outside of every 
town were two cemeteries for criminals—one 
for those sentenced to be stoned or burned, and 
one for those décapitated or hanged. As soon 
as the flesh had disappeared the skeleton could 
be removed to the family burying place. <A 
few days after an execution the friends and 
relatives of the dead man—he was no longer 
regarded as an offender-—called upon all ¢he 
judges who liad tried him.]This was a tacit ac- 

nowledgment {that the punishment had been 
justly awarded, and that those charged with 
the administration of the law were regarded 
with no revengeful feelings by the family and 
conne¢tions of the unfortunate man. 

‘‘A criminal sentenced to death by burning 
was executed in the following manner: A 
shallow pit, some’ two feet deep, was dug in 
the ground. Inthis the culprit was placed, 
standingfupright. Around his legs earth was 
shoveled and battered firmly down until he was 
filled up to the knees in the soil. A strong cord 
was now brought and a very soft cloth wrapped 
around it: This was passed once around the 
offender’s neck. Then twomen came forward, 
each grasped one end of the rope and pulled 
hard. Suffocation was immediate, As the 
condemned man felt the strain of the cord and 
insensibility supervened the lower jaw drop- 
ped. Inthe mouth thus opened alighted wick 
was thrown. This constituted the burnin 

“Decapitation was performed by the Jews 
after the fashion ef the surrounding nations. 
It'was considered the most humiliating, the 
most ignominious and degrading death that 
any man eould suffer. It was the penalty in | 
cases of assassination and deliberate murder. 
It was incurred by those who wilfully ~ and 
wantonly slew a feliow-man with a stoneor: 
with an implement of stone or iron. It was) 
likewise the punishment meted out to ail! 
persons guilty of paganism and living in a 
town. 

“Strangulation was a form of death by suffo- | 
cation. It was effected as in burning. The 
culprit stood up to his kneés in loose earth. A 
soft cloth, containing a cord, was wound onee 
around the neck. The ends being tightly: 
pulled in opposite directions, life was soon 


extinct.’

She is alive—very much alive, and she carries this 
life into her literary work. 

The latest production: from her pen is a 
Syrian tragedy,“Herod and Mariamne,”’ a fullsketch 
of which appears in another column.

This effort must fail, for there is nothing in the 
tragedy to warrant such claims, Butif the synopsis 
given us, and the four columus and more of extracts 
printed in the New York papers, gives any adequate 
idea of the work as a whole, ‘Herod and Mari- 
amne’’ is remarkable as the strongest modern addi- 
tion to dramatic literature. 


Miss Rives, as she still signs herself, has un- 
@oubted talent for dramatic writings. ‘Herod and 
Mariamne” furnishes a number of exampies of this, 
and her “Henry the Second’ jis very highly praised, 
such an @mincnt literateur as Thomas Nelson Page 
@eciaring tliat it ir, at times, Shakspearien. 

There are pretty bits all through the latest work 
. which catch the eye. Here, as in everything else, 

the much abused mother-in-law figures, Authony 
is made to say : 
Methinks that Satan was a married man, 
And his wile’s mother egged him to rebel, 
Seeing that heaven would not hold them both, 
When Herod, in his wrath, calls on *‘God in 
beayen',’’ Mariamne says: 
Nay, God is not in hcaven! If He were there, 
Herod would not be here! He travels, sir; 
There's a rebeliion onsome distant star, 
And he hath gone to quell it. 
Mariamne in her frenzy of dispair plunges a dag- 
ger into the boly of Solome who has so bitterly 
. wronged her, and staring at the blood, says: 

Why, her }.lood’s red, like any other woman’s! 
Hhad thought it would be black—biaek as her 
sOui— ; 

As Heroa’s. 
Old Hyrcanus when asked how he fared, says: 
3 Why, my sweet one, 
As ald men fare who have no occupation 
Bave thinking on what occupied them once,

Some of the passages quoted elsewhere will 
be found to be strong and beautiful, Thatin which 
Mariaimne tells her boys.of her first sight of Herod, 
and that in which she tells Herod what love means 
to her—these and many others show the genius of 
the author. 

It will require astudy of the work as a whole to 
enabic one toray whether it will stand the test of 
stage production. It is said that several well known 
actors have endeavored to secure the play, and if 
this is true we may see it this year. There seems to 
be no reason why it should not prove a success, 

Whether it does or not, it will stand as another 
evidence of Miss Rives’s undoubted geninvs.

Luck and pluck are big things in this life. 
But MerCormack, perhaps, placed too high an 
estimate upon himself. Sherman doubtless 
gave him what he wanted, because he was in 
a good humor, and did not feel like refusing. 

Although Sherman burned Atlanta in the 
middle of Novemberin ’sixty-four, the fire was 
still smouldering, and the ruins continued to 
smoke for several months. Ex-Mayor ‘J. E. 
Williams, who, by the way, was not with the 
committee that surrendered the city, as has 
been stated, found the piles of debris still 
smoking when he returned in March, ’sixty- 
five. This was his first glimpse of Atlanta 
since his departure with Hood’s army on the 
night of the evacuation. 


Colonel Luther J. Glenn was the first com- 
mander of the post here, after the confederates 
reoccupied the place. He was instructed to 
arrest many of the citizens who had remained 
during Sherman’s stay, and send them to 
Macon to be tried for treasonable conduct. The 
order under which he acted left him no dis- 
cretion. He had to execute it, and in some 
cases there was a feeling of resentment on the 
part of those arrested that lasted for years. 
One of ‘the citizens treated in this 
way was an old and popular 
Atlanta man, Mr. James McPherson, at one 
time a leading bookseller. Mr. McPherson 
found himself without means when the feder- 
als entered the town, and in order to support 
himself accepted a bookkeeper’s place in one 
ofthe army departments. When his case came 
before Judge Lochrane in Macon, the judge 
ordered the prisoner’s release, saying in effect 
that it was mo crime for those who remained in 
a city abandoned by the confederates to earn 
an honest living, and if their necessities com- 
pelled them to work for the invaders it was all 
right. This decision had so much justice and 
common sense in it that it gave genera! satis- 
faction, and settled what had threatened to be 
a troublesome question. | 


One officer in Sherman’s army was a perpet- 
ual puzzle to the negroes. This was General 
Jeff Davis. It had taken about four years to 
teach the average darky that Jeff Davis was 
the president of the confederacy, and when 
Jeff Davis came along in a blue uniform the

To the Board of Health—Probable Accept- 
ance—Made by the Wonderful O, D. D. Co, 
There is undoubtedly a great deal of room 

for improvement in the city sanitary, and now is 

a good time to begin im proving it. 

A proposition has been made to the board of 
health by the O. D. D. Co., which, if accepted, will 
make the city sanitary system equal, if not superior, 
to that of any other city in the union. The propo- 
sition is this: The O. D. D. Co. propose to take con- 
trol of the entire sanitary of Atlanta, pay all in- 
spectors and help, introduce the gaivanized iron 
pail system which is to take plaee of the present 
box system, change the present style dumping 
wagon tosomething decent; aiso to furnish over 
one thousand pails and covers, that would cost the 
city about $1,000, and for this they agree to charge 
only $3,000 per month—very little more than this 
city isnow paying forthe miserable system that 
they are putting up with. As to the two systams 
there is no comparison between them, the O. D. D, 
system being so much the superior. 

The board of health should investigate this prop- 
osition before placing it away in the pigeon holes. 
It certainly couldn’t get a worse system than it now 
has, and judging from the success that the O. D. D, 
system has met with so farit couldn’t get a better. 

Itis now being used in a number of 
the larger cities in the union, and has proven to be

INDIAN HUNTING. 


A Georgia Gentleman Explains 
the Situation in Brazil. 


THE LIFE OF THE INDIANS 


American Commerce in Brazil— 
A New Steamship Line. 


Tue Constitution of a few days since pab- 
lished a paragraph to the effect that Indian 
hunting is a popular amusement in Brazil, and 
that the hunters are guilty of the greatest 
atrocities. : 

Dr. George S. Barnsley, a well known Geor- 
gian who has just returned from Brazil, where 
he was for many years a practicing physician, 
wasin Atlanta a few days ago. Speaking 
upon affairs in Brazil, he referred to this state- 
ment. 

‘That statement is most amusing, and, in- 
deed, puerile. The people of the United 
States know bunt little of that South American 
country, and such statements are calculated to 
do damage. If the business men, bankers, cot- 
ton spinners and iron manufacturers would 
only study the question, they would find that 
there is an immense and lucrative want there 
for their goods.”’ 

“And about Indian hunting?”’ 

“By some accident this same article in other 
words appeared in the London Times, and from 
the fact that no comment was made at the 
time by that great journal, the Brazilian gov- 
ernment a few months past ordered its minis» 
ter plenipotentiary in London to investigate 
the matter, and diplomatic notes were passed 
y..th and from the British government. This 
action of the Brazilian government in taking 
sach active steps to correct a wholesale, false 
and exaggerated statement of a simple occur- 
rence of an encounter between a few whites 
with Indians of the extreme frontier of so vast 
an empire is tobe commended.! 

‘‘About the time when this ‘Indian hunt- 
jje’ affair was published, a gentleman from 
the United States wvs diligently investigating 
on his individual responsibility, the Brazilian 
markets and enterprises,and facilities were ex- 
tended tohim bythe minister of agriculture. 
The opportunity of this small affair between 
some ioatioen people, and the Indians in the 
flourishing and highly civilized province of St. 
Paul was taken up and used for the bas's ofa 
swindling lie. The person who wrote this tale 
must have gotten his information from some 
old colonial > history of Brazil, and having en- 
countered an Indian became excited. The ar- 
ticle of itself*is so absurdly foolish that it 
would not be translated to other papers were it 
not for the public denial in England by the 
Brazilian minister.”’ 

‘‘What sort of treatment do the Indians re- 
ceive ?”’ 

‘The Indiansin Brazil are quite as, well 
treated by its government as those of the 
United States, and I presume cost them less 
to maintain and civilize, as at present he hasa 
territory to roam over about two-thirds the 
size of Europe.”’ 

‘Do the Indians commit depredations ?”’ 

‘In the yearly summary of the deaths of 
whites caused by Indians no such figures could 
be compiled as from an American railroad acci- 
dent, or from a police fight with dynamiters 
and politcal rowdies. Itis said that on the 
frontiers it is a common thing for parties of 
white men to attack Indian villages and 
slaughter the inhabitants. The present Indian 
frontier line is a thousand miles 
in border extent. There is, it 18 
true, in the province of S. Pulo 
several thousands of mixed Indian tribes be- 
tween the rivers Paranaprenema and Tietiow ; 
the first pliesa steamer, and the latter being 
unsuitable for such vessels is navigated by 
canoes to and from the prospering military 
governmental colony, where every effort is 
made and expenses are unspared to better the 
condition of the Indians. On some of the great 
tributaries of the Amazon there are a few hos- 
tile tribes who occasionally attack the canoes 
of the india-rubber gatherers.” 

‘How do these Indians live?” “© 

‘Kew Brazilian Indians make permanent 
villages. Those near the scene of this a no 
horrible affair between the rivers in 8S. Panlo, 
are utterly ignorant of wells. On the frontier, 
men are rude, and are ignorant of the use of 
strychnine, which cannot be purchased in the 
drug stores without a physician’s hcense, and 
if used or sold otherwise, the apothecary is 
held responsible for criminal conduct. ye 
no wells, howecould such be poisoned, an 
where could such amount of strychnine be 
purchased ?” 

‘Tell me something about methods of trade 
in Brazil. Is there a market for American 
wares ?”’ 

“TItis a well known fact that many brands 
of our American cotton goods, formerly sold 
so extensively to English merchants of Eng- 
land, and by them resold to the Brazilian 
trade, are now being manufactured in Brazil 
and sold to the same trade, bearing counterfeit 
American trade marks. A very casual inves- 
tigation reveals this fact, and it can only be 
done away with by ‘the establishment of 
large commission houses in. Brazil, 
where nothing but American goods can be 
found. The custom in use in Brazil regarding 
the sale of goods, is far more secure than ever 
before. 
written out and signed by tlie buyer, who takes 
the order to his banker, who, in return indorses 
the bill payable in three months, or within a 
year. The order is then presented to the seller, 
whotakes his order to the banker and has 
it discounted after the goods are delivered 
and a receipt for the same is acknowledged by 
the buyer.’ 

‘‘Are the relations between the Engijsh and 
American merchants amicable ?’’ 

“The English commission houses are always 
very accommodating to American business 
men, but it has in nearly all instances proven 
a disastrous assistance, and in the end our too 
confiding American merchant finds himself out 
of pocket and his place taken by some English 
firm. This spirit of assistance is found to a 
certain extent among the English banks of 
Brazil, where the English language is spoken, 
but the native banks have a natural leaning 
towards the United- States. Could a booking 
establishment be founded at Rio de Janeiro 
with branches at all the principal cities of the 
Brazilian empire, whose duty would be to as- 
certain the standin financially, as well 
as. otherwise, of the native merchants, 
we Americans might hope to place our cotton 
goods in Brazil where they can, without a 
doubt, compete with an inferior grade of cot- 
ton goods manufactured in Brazil of an infe- 
rior quality of cotton, and palmed off on the 
too gullable Brazilian merchant of the interior 
as being made‘in the United States. The Ger- 
mans manufacture for Brazil very inferior 
goods, ete. Not only is this the case with cot- 
ton, but cheese, prepared butters, and hun- 
dreds of other articles are sent to the e 
warehouse known in commercial circles as 
England.”’ 

‘‘What are the facilities for transportation 
to Brazil?” 

“A new steamship line is about to be formed 
to sail between Savannah and the northeast- 


ern coast of Brazil, including certain West 


India islands and the Guianas, terminating at 
Para, the mouth of the Amazon. It is fully 
expected that certain American coast line 
ways from Savannah to the north will take 
stock inthis new enterprise. Mr. E. H. Cul- 
bertson, of New York, has already secured the 
support of the provincial a is: sons of Para, 
receive a Brazilian 
subsidy, ample enough to warrant success of 
such an enterprise. Charleston merchants 
and others are very desirons of having this 
new line of steamships start from that city, 
but for many reasons Savannah is much pre- 
ferred. The new lineis intended to connect 
with the steamers of the National Coast Line 
of Brazil for southern Brazilian ports, Rio de 
Janeiro and the River Plate country; and at 
Para, with the Amazon Steam Navigation 
company for ports on the Amazon river and its 
tributaries, and for Peru and Bolivia railroads 
now in the course of construction to the 
interior of Bolivia and Peru.”’

Calhoun will want to be ordinary some more— 
that Colonel] Thomas will enter no violent 
protest to being sheriff again—that Judge 
Strong would like to be re-elected clerk of the 
superior court—that Mr. Wilson is not tired 
of being tax collector—that Mr. Harris will 
have something to say about running 
once more for tax receiver—that Mr. 
Payne will re-enter the field for treasurer, that 
Mr. Haynes will make. another fight for coro- 
ner and that Mr. Larendon will not surrender 
the county surveyorship without a struggle.

There are so many of these offices that it 
takes some time to get around. 

No; none of these excellent gentlemen are 
tired of serving the people. 

Therefore, the question naturally arises, are 
the people tired of electing any of these gentle- 
men ?

$50,009 to £5: 0,000, 

The river and harbor bill is an increase of $22,000,- 
000, the fortifications of about $6,000,000, and the de- 
ficiency bill aggregates wore than $15,000,000. 

In looking over the record of the ses‘ion it is 
found that these and numberless other increases in 
appropriations made, or practically certain to be 
made, will bring the expenditures up to within a 
few million dollars of the estimate of revenues for 
the year made by the treasury department. Until all 
the bills have become laws it cannot be told with 
absolute accuracy what the aggregate of the author- 
ized expenditures would be, but severalof the lead- 
jug members of congress, whose attention has been 
turned to the matter, estimate that they will 
amount to within $13,000,000 of what the secretary of 
the treasnry says the revenues will be. This reduces 
the surplus ofits terrible proportions, and deprives 
the tariff reformers of part of their argument. 

The story told in New York yesterday and 
telezraphed from there al] over the country, to 
the effect that President Cleveland had re- 
quested Colonel Brice to resign from the chair- 
manship of the democratic campaign commit- 
tee, is pronounced absurd by democrats here 
who are connected with the management of 
the canvass. Itis said that the story was put 
out by the republicans in the way of retalia- 
tion for one circulated by the democrats to the 
effect that General Harrison would withdraw 
from the ticket because he was being over- 
shadowed by Blaine.

The Whites and Negroes in a War at Round 
Mountain—Militia Called Cut. 
Gapspren, Ala., August 18.—[Special.J— 
Big riot raging at Round Mountain jast Satur- 
day. The white miners at the Elliot pig iron 
furnace got on a big drunk and drove off the 


“negro miners, consequently work was closed 


down at the furnace. 

The negroes were ordered back by Captain 
Elliott, and inattempting to returi were stoned 
and shot by the white men. - 

One of the white men had his skull crushed 
by a rocK from one of the negroes, and is in a 
precarious condition. 

All telephone wires have been cut down by 
the whites. The white mob has broken into 
the commissary and taken out a large quantity 
of dynamite. Captain Ellis has ordered the 
furnace to be started tonight and all the whites 
swear they will blow up the works tonight if 
started. Captain Hersberg, late of the Eto- 
wah Rifles, sent on twenty-six guns anda 
thousand rounds -of cartridges today, which 
will probably be needed. The sheriff of Cher- 
okee county was sent for and is now on the 
spot with one hundred men ready for action. 
The whites swear they will kill General El- 
liott if it takes them a year. Guns and am- 
munition have been sent from Rome ag_well as 
Gadsden. The situation is a serious one and 
arrests will be made as soon as possible. 


LAWLESS NEGROES. 


The Militia Called Out to Arrest the Desper- 
adoes. bd 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., August 18.—[Special.]— 
A laboring gang of negroes of the Charleston, 
Cincinnati and Chicago railroad passed through 
the city yesterday, changing their camps from 
Kock Hill, S. C., to Winston, this state. 

While en route the negroes committed many 
depredations. They first stopped aman on the 
outskirts of the city, and would not let him 
pass further. They entered backyards of 
farm-houses, rifled chicken coops, cursed 
the owners, who, owing to superior 
numbers, were afraid to retaliate. Near 
Stonewall,a part of the gang went foraging 
and tore up corn, cabbage, and otherwise com- 
mitted nuisances. While out, some assaulted 
George Andrews, who had one eye put out by 
a pistol shot; also George Means’ wife. Going 
through the houseand wringing the chickens’ 
necks. The same party heid up a watermelon 
wagon and relieved it of its contents, This 
morning the same scenes were enacted near 
Huntersville. Parties brought in the informa- 
tion and notified Governor Scales. Ona bench 
warrant, issued by Judge Means, the sheriff 
summoned a posse and started on horseback for 
the scene. The Hornet’s Ntst Riflemen, 
fully accoutred, was ordered to the locality of 
the disturbance. The sheriff impressed a 
special train. The Rifles boarded at Mount 
Mourne. The Ritles disembarked on the in- 
formation that the gang had not passed there 
and overtook the gang. The negroes were 
demoralized at the appearance of the militia 
and made little resistance. They -were sur- 
rounded and a parleying-ensued which led to 
arrest of thirty of the most guilty. These ne- 
groes were brought to Charlotte. 

Then arriving at the depot, the Rifles formed 
&@ hollow square with the prisoners in the cen- 
ter, and marched to the court house, where 
court is in session, followed by large crowds. 
The excitement was intense. At one time 
threats of lynching made the prisoners trem- 
ble. The court house was packed at the pre- 
liminary examination, and the prisoners were 
comnuitted to jail in default of $200 bail. Trial 
on Monday. 


THE WHITE CAPS OF INDIANA. 


Some Interesting Facts About the Lawless 
Band, 


Sr. Louris, Mo., August 18.—A special from 
Evansville, Ind., states that some startling 
revelations are just being made concerning the 
operations of the ‘‘White Caps” organization. 

While the infamous operations of the law- 
less gang have been known, the fountain-head 
of the organization has remained 2 mystery. 

This is now being revealed through a clever 
ruse. A detective whose name is withheld for 
prudential reasons, joined the “‘white caps’’ 
with a view of securing evidence for the sup- 
pression of the lawless organization. He was 
employed by citizens of Harrison, Crawford 
and Perry counties,and is a gentleman of unim- 
peachable character. The detective joined 
the organization in MHarrison county, 
two months ago and states that the oath de- 
manded of every candidateis blood curdling 
in its provisions, the penalty of its violation 
being death.

Is What Affects the Republi- 
cans of Indiana. 


THE CONTINUALCRY OF BLAINE 


Is not Pleasing—The Republican 
Candidate at Work. 


InDIAWAPoLtS, Ind., August 18.—[Special.] 
The political potis beginning to boil. The 
selection of General Hovey as Colonel Mat- 
son’s opponent in the gubernatorial race has 
simplified matters, and, from a democratic 
standpoint, everything looks lovely. 

Both candidates for governor are members 
of congress, and both are now at their posts of 
duty in Washington. 

The democratic leaders are more than satis- 
fied with the selection of Hovey, and especially 
with the way it was brought about. They 
were all fearful lest Porter might weaken at 
the last moment and consent to bear the brunt 
of Harrison’s fight, but Porter was firm. The 
machine whichis running Harrison had al- 
ways fought him, and when the chance came 
to geteven he didit with a feeling which 
might be described as fiendish delight. 

With Porter out of the field the fight nar-. 
rowed down to Hovey, Steele and Cumback. 
The last, with his. prohibition record, would 
have been easiest to beat, but Hovey will be 
almost as easy. 

GENERAL HOVEY’S STRENGTH. 

General Harrison must now rely solely upon 
his own personat strength to earry Indiana. 
The candidate for governor adds no strength 
to the ticket, for his only elements of strength 
are those which Harrison himself possesses. 

General Hovey owes his election to congréss 
to the fact that he lives in a county that never 
before had a congressman. In the democratic 
convetition the democrats of the county had a 
candidate, but were unable to secure his nomi- 
nation. They then urged their republican 
brethren to nominate some man from that 
county, pledging the almost solid vote of the 
county to such a nominee, The republicans 
took advantage of this chance to gain a mem- 
ber of congress in a democratic district. Ho- 
vey was nominated, and the programme was 
carried ont. 

His congressional career, which he knew 
would haye been cut short with one term, bas 
been devoted to playing the pension racket, 
and posing as the special friend of the soldier. 
It is his *‘soldier record’ upon which he relies 
in this fight. 
Certainly not much. Colonel Matson, his op- 
ponent, has just as fine a record, and is, be- 
sides, personally known to almost every soldier 
in the state. 

General Harrison will gain no strength then, 
from General Hovey’s candidacy for the latter 
has no strength to impart. 

REPUBLICAN DISAFFECTIONS. 

The action of the republican state convenion 
left a mighty big sore in one part of the state, 
and possibly im others. 

If there is one maninthe party to whom 
the nomination was due, that man is Colonel 
Robertson, of Fort Wayne. For years Colo- 
nel Robertson hes borne the brunt of the 
party's fights.

It was Colonel Robertson who led this fight, 
and now thathe has receiyed another snub 
from the party he is sulking in his tent. 

That General Harrison .recognizes this de- 
fection is seen in his remark that ‘‘all the re- 
publicans of northern Indiana will be in line 
by November.” 

In line—possibly. But where will the large 
floating vote of the section be? 

GENERAL HARRISON’S LETTER. 

The republican candidate for the presidency 
has been devoting his time to shaking hands, 
and has not, so far as is known, paid any atten- 
tion to his letter of acceptance. It is now an- 
nounced that he will go to Middle Bass island 
for a week or so, and will there write his letter. 
It is the aim of the republicans to keep the 
tariff issue as prominent as possible, and Har- 
rison will devote almost his entire letter to 
that. Itis fairto presume that he will pass 
over the Chinese plank in the party platform 
in about as short order as possible.

His views are 
the ones quoted, it is to him that the party 
turns for the campaign keynote, and it is 
Blaine this and Blaine that until.

The yellow fever scare is all a thing of the 
past here now, and business as well as social 
life is normal once more. The quarantine is 
still strict, and will continue until the season 
is past for yellow fever given to propagate. 

The Concussion Theory. 

Pr. A. R Alley, & well-known Atlanta phy- 
sician, said yesterday ina casual conversation 
with a CONSTITUTION reporter: 

‘‘Tam glad tosee that my plan of averting 
yellow fever at Jacksonville by concussion is 
being met by such favorable conditions. Hay- 
ing passed through several epidemics, and 
having had the fever twice in my life, I con- 
sider myself a good judge of it. In 1871 my 
old bome, Charleston, had a severe epidemic, 
and wnaking a careful scientific investigation, 
came to the conclusion that yellow fever was 
an importable disease, and was spread by yel- 
low fever germs. It occurred to me then that 
concussion by artillery at intervals 
of ten minutes kept up for ten hours-or so 
would decrease its spread and lessen the epi- 
demic. I then advocated and published my 
method, but it was not used. In 1876 yellow 
fever was brought to Savannah, Ga., which 
soon spread to an alarming extent. I then re- 
published my plan in the Savannah News,but it 
was not adopted. During the epidemic at 
Memphis, Tenn., in 1878, I sent my method of 
concussion to the board of health, and likewise 
no heed was taken of it. Also in the same 
year, I was sent by the medical society of the 
city to make investigation as to type of fever 
prevailing at Chattanooga. I in person adyo- 
cated before the board of health the same 
plan of averting it, but it was 
not adopted. I felt happy when 
my original plan seemed tostrike the members 
of the board of health in Jacksonville, Fla., 
and since the concussion theory has been 
adopted there it is a remarkable scientific fact 
that the fever has not spreadand no deaths 
and few néw cases have been reported.” 

“What was the plan of concussion used 
there ?"’ 

‘‘T have no knowledge, but my plan. which 
you see was printed in the Savannah News of 
1876, (and the paper was exhibited containing 
the suggestion by Dr. Alley) is as follows: In 
all yellow fever districts in cities and towns, 
certain portions are more infected, than others 
with the yellow fever poisonor germs. By 
firing of ‘Jartillery concussion is* produced, 
and the germs are destroyed, and by 
the firing of gunpowder there is 
eliminated several gases, among which is 
sulphurous acid gas, which is a powerful de- 
stroyer of all living animalcule; third, a dis- 
placement of the atmosphere takes place, and 
fresh curretits of air rush in in the form of 
oxygen, and the air in these infected districts 
becomes cooler and purer, and the disease is 
either checked or modilfied.”’

One thing is certain—while the world of 
society has gained Mrs. Chanler, the world 
of literature has not lost Amelie Rives. 
The boldest, most original and brilliant fig- 
ure in our recent literature has at one bound 
reached the topmost round of the ladder, 
and sheis there to stay. While she may 
not, as the New York Herald predicts, win 
a place among our female authors equaled 
by George Eliot alone, it is safe to say that 
she will standin the front rank of those 
gifted writers, who have distinguished 
themselves by their powerful and vivid por- 
trayal of the strongest and deepest human 
emotions. The future of this new literary 
star rests entirely with herself.

Atlanta is the only city in the gulf and 
south Atlantic states that has not refused to 
shelter the yellow fever refugees from 
Florida. 

When the first wild rumors from Jackson- 
ville gained circulation a panic struck the 
people and the authorities of our southern 
cities. Shotgun quarantines were estab- 
lished in some localities, and refugees were 
threatened with severe punishment if they 
did not keep away. The exiles from Flor- 
ida were hustled and driven from point to 
point. In the midst of all this terror and 
excitement, Atlanta was the only city that 
gave them a welcome and kept her gates 
wide open. 

There was nothing rash or unwise in At- 
lanta’s course. With her unbroken record 
of half a century’s exemption from yellow 
fever, and with the health of her people 
never better under similar conditions, she 
was justified in facing theemergency calmly 
and confidently. 

We do not say that our city will always 
escape the terrible scourge which has been 
so destructive in some of our southern 
towns. A crowded population and new cli- 
matic conditions, with a neglect of the 
proper sanitary precautions, may sometime 
bring this dreaded visitor to our doors. The 
point we make is that there has never been 
anything in our past history to cause the 
slightest alarm on this score, but, on the 
contrary, there has been everything to in- 
spire us with hope and confidence. 

Under the circumstances, and especially 
now that the yellow fever outlook in Flor- 
ida has become so encouraging, it is highly 
gratifying to our people to feel that in this 
instance they have not been misled, and to 
know that their faith in the health of the 
gate city has again been pftoved to rest 
upon a secure foundation,

SOME CHANGES IN SCHEDULES. 


The Covington and Macon Road 
Reduced Rates, Etc. 


“Come in here and let me show you some- 
thing,” was the greeting a reporter received at 
the door of a railroad agent’s office yesterday. 
This was an opportunity that filled a long-felt 
want and was not neglected. 

“Sit down,’ said the agent, and he offered a 
chair to the reporter. This invitation was also 
accepted, and the railroad man got confidential 
as he asked; 

“Would you like tosee my plan of a union 
depot for Atlanta?” 

{ere was another opportunity and the re- 
porter lost no time in indicating his desire to 
see anything suggestive of improvement in 
Atlanta's depot facilities. 

“IT am not much of an artist or designer,”’ 
remarked the railroad man, “but I have 
taken considerable interest in 
this matter since reading THE 
CoNSTITUTION’s interviews in regard to this 
matter, and here are my ideas on paper,’’ and 
he ufrolied-a large sheet of paper,on which 
was arude but distinct outline of a building 
that its designer calls the, “new union depot 
in Atlanta.”’ 

The plan of the building was said to have 
been taken from the union depot at St. Paul, 
Minn., which is considered one of the best 
arranged and most convenient in the country. 

The principal feature and difference from 
the design of the St. Paul depot is in the ar- 
rangement of the waiting rooms, which are 
hy to occ®pv- the second floor of the 

yuilding. Entrance to the building is afforded 
by three wide double doors, opening directly 
into the main waiting room. THe usual de- 
partments for baggage and the other necessi- 
ties of a well ordered depot 
are provided for, doors opening from either 
side of the waiting room giving entrance to 
them. The whole plan of the building seems 
to center in an attempt to secure absolute 
safety to travelers. The trains are to run into 
the depot and stairways leading to them are 
only to be opened for the use of the passengers 
when the trains have come to a full stop. 
There are two sets of stairways, one for the 
use of incoming passengers and the other for 
departing travelers. 

“What do you think of that idea?’’ asked 
the railroad inan, as the reporter came to a 
halt in the questioning that had brought out 
this brief description. Without waiting for an 
answer to the question, he continued: ‘‘I con- 
sider that the only real good point about my 
' 000 A good arrangement of waiting rooms, 

aggage rooms and the others can be easily 
secured by a study of the best depots of the 
country, but I believe this idea of having 
broad, well-hbghted and easy stairways, to be 
kept closed when trains are coming in, is a 
good one. Then, the double stairway, or one 
for incoming and outgoing travel, will prevent 
any confusion, and danger will be at a dis- 
count. Just publish this description and see 
what the people think about it, but remember 
that I’m no architect and my plan is a crude 
one,’’ and the railroad man carefully folded up 
his maiden effort at designing. 

A Sufferer’s Suggestion. 

THE CONSTITUTION’s interviews regarding 
proposed changes in the present system of switch- 
ing has evidently interested one of the most recent 
victims of the deadly railroad crossings. Dr. John 
S. Wilson writes as follows, and as the snggestion he 
offers is inspired by personal experience, itis given 
place in these colunins: 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: I read under your “Rail, 
road Notes’’ today about ‘‘switching the cars,”’ ete.- 
and while lying on my cot suffering from an acci- 
dentI have thought of various plans to lessen the 
danger to parties crossing at the main thorough- 
fares of the city. If the city has authority to regu- 
late the speed of trains and the manner of crossing 
the sireets, let them pass the following ordinance: 
Be it ordained, That from and after the first of 
September next fhat no train nor engine shall run 
al a more rapid rate than two miles per hour while 
crossing Simpson, Mitchell, Markham, Peters, For- 
syth, Whitetail, Pryor and Loyd streets, and 
tere sball be a  fiagman provided by 
euch train or engine, Said watchman 
shall carry in his hand a i  fiagstaft 
five feet long and shall place himself immediately 
in front ofeach engine ortrain and between the 
tracks of said train or engine, andif going east on 
the west side of said street and not exceeding ten 
feet of said engine or train and walk in front of said 
train or engine across said street until he comes to 
the east side of opposite walk and so vice versa of 
all trains and crossings. 

Sec. 2, Any railroad company violating this ordi- 
nance shali be fined not less than one hundred dol- 
lars for each offense, and the cagiens so violating 
such ordinance shall be placed upon the public 
works for not less than thirty days, 

Sec. 3. Any person passing between said watch- 
man and train whilein motion shall be fined not 
exceeding one hundred dollars or thirty days on 
public works, one or both at discretion of the court, 
If the city council has power to ; ass, and will en- 
force this ordinance, there will be nowhere loss of 
life and limb from trafnsin Atlanta. This will be 
only an additional expense to railroads of a few 
more watchmen, and will give a few more worthy 
men honorable employment. If the city council 
has not the power to pass this, let them go before 
the legislature and have an act-passed to give them 
the power, OuN S. WILLSON, 

An Improved Switch. 

The Birmingham Age hasan extended no- 
ticé of the test of a new switch, Hart’s patent, made 
in that city. Several prominent railroad men were 
present and the Age prints interviews with them, 
wiich are complimentary to the switch, and seem 
to indicate satisfaction at the result ofthetes*. In 
its description of tire invention the Age has the fol- 
lowing: 

The switch isan entirely new arrangement, It is 
an appliance which, connected with the Wharton, 
Nolan or the Wood switch (which is owned by this 
company), would give an unbroken main line. It 
consists of from six to ten foot pivoted rail cut to 
conform with the main line rail and crossing to a 
casting upon whic. it rests. This rail is connecied 
by curved bars and a rod parallel to the track by 
crank levers to the head of the switch. It is oper- 
ated by a lever either at the poiut of the switch or 
half way between the switch and the rail, which 
moves simultaneously both switch and cross over. 
The safety of thisnew switch cannot be overesti- 
mated, The first claim for safety is the unbroken 
main line in connection with the switches named 
above. Next, is the breaking ofthe glint in the 
rail, thus enabling the engineer to see whether the 
switch is in position or not ata much greater dis- 
tance than the old style. Its automatic working 
has by using the Wood patent, a train coming in 
either direction would throw the switch so as to 
leave the main line intact.

likely that for some time any attempt will be made 
to surpass the West Coast Express. Of course, 
such lightning speed could only be attained on 
the most perfectly laid and carefully tended 
permanent way, as, apart from everything 
else, the strain on the rails, especially at the curves, 
must have been terrific. It is easy to realize the 
sensations of the London correspondent, who was 
on board the steam racer, when, in graphic lan- 

age, he describes the telegraph poles as looking 
ike ay unbroken row of fence posts, and tunnels 
like gfisjets suddenly extinguished and as sudden!

to the darkuess. RailWay experts will read with 
feelings of undisguished admiration about the un- 
broken run of 155 miles without a halt-—the longest 
in the world, being twelve miles longer than the 
Fort Wayne and Chicago run.

UNPROHIBITED THINGS | 


Which Some People Would Pro- 
hibit if They Could. 


A SWEEPING SUNDAY LAW, 


The Use of Tobacco—The Boot- 
blacks—The Yelping Dogs. 


If you had your way, what would you pro- 
hibit right here in Atlanta? 

That question was propounded to a good 
many people yesterday, and the answers there- 
to were not only varied but some of them were 
quite startling. 

Of course it would be idle to attempt a phi- 
losophic analysis of the motives of people who 
responded, but it is entirely tn order to direct 
the attention of the public to one important 
fact, towit: that in the minds of many people 
there seems to be a deeply rooted indifference 
to the rights of other people. 

“If I had my way,” said the first man ques- 


’ toned, “I would prohibit the use of tobacco in 


any manner, shape or form. Nothing is more 
disgusting to me than the sight of a man chew- 
ing the weed, and I am at a loss to understand 
how ladies of refined taste and education can 
get their consent to marry men who are the 
victims of this dirty habit. And then this vile 
habit of smoking ought to be stopped in some 
way. Do you know that I never eould bear 
the smell of tobacco smoke? It is extremely 
distasteful to me, and at times is almost nau- 
geating.”’ 

“One of the biggest nuisances,’’ remarked a 
man, “‘that has ever afflicted any city is 
the Salvation army. I believe that Atlanta is 


the only town of its size in the United States | 


that would put up with it for a single day. 

“That army, in my opinion, ought to be pro- 
hibited from appearing on the streets, and if 
necessary to puta stop to the parades, they 
should be driven out of the town. 

“It is about the only money making institu- 
tionin Atlanta that is allowed to do business 
without license—and nothing that I have ever 
seen, itseems to me, isso well calculated to 
bring religion into contempt. 

“If I had the power, I would send the 
army, brass band and all, outof Atlanta too 
quick to talk about.” 

Another citizen said: “I would prohibit 
bootblacks from appearing on the streets and 
boring people to death. Nothing annoys me 
Bu met as these rude boys. 

“They rush up to you on the street and ask 
ou if you don’t want ashine, and frequently 
ollow you for halfa square, shouting at you 

in a way to attract the attention of people. 

“It is embarrassing, to say the least of it, and 
is particularly unpleasant if your shoes happen 
to Ss a little soiled and you bappen to be walk- 
ing with a friend—a stranger in the city. 
These bootblacks ought to be squelched.”’ 

“These yelping dogs at night—that is what 
I would prohibit,’’ observed another gentle- 

ian. ‘*What good are they, anyhow, I would 
like to know. 

“T think that all of them ought to be shot. 
Icannot half sleep at night on account of 
these four-legged or big-mouthed nuisances— 
they keep up such a racket near my home, and 
indeed all over the city. There ought to be 
gome law on this subject. A man who pays 
his taxes and tries to be a good citizen has a 
a right to sleep in peace.”’ 

“This whistling of boys in the street,’’ re- 
marked another man, “is a bad thing and 
worries me no little. Sometimes at night 
when Iam seated on my front porch, several 
of these boys will pass by and utter shrill 
whisties. Itis simply outrageous, and every 
time one of them does it he ought to be locked

“There is one thing that I would put a stop 
to, if I had the power,’ saida man, ‘‘and 
pretty quick, too. It is this: 

“IT would prohibit yankee school teachers 
from coming down here and educating the ne- 

roes. They are to blame for nearly all of the 
Seviiment that the negroes do. They put 
them uptoit. They tell the negroes that they 
are justas good, and better, too, than the 
white people—and teach them that social 
equality is right. 

“Tf Thad my way I would run these yankee 
school teachers out of Atlanta. There onght 
to be some law on this subject, because if 
things keep on in this way, one of these fine 
days the people will take this matter into 
their own hands, and somebody will have to 
get out or get hurt. 

“The truth is that the negroes around this 
city have got better schools and colleges than 
the children of the poor white 
men, and the money that bulit 
them came from the yankees. This thing is 
going to lead to trouble between the races yet, 
and it ought to be stopped.”’ 

‘‘Nothing is so sickening to me,’’ said a man, 
“as this society stuff in the newspapers. It 
certainly ought to be left out. What is more 
snoddy or ridiculous? 

“This way of giving up so much space to a 
string of glittering nobodies. 

“People of no prominence whatever, if they 
happen to be at a dance, are published to the 
werd because they happen to show 
that their brains have dropped into 
their heels. And a long iist of 
Dames are printed showing who were there.

“Now, why is that ?””_ | 

The questfon was asked Mr. L. F. Jones yes- 
terday. 

‘Well, it is the distributing point for a sec- 
tion of country in which little or no stock is 
raisé@, None of the southern states are stock 
raising and Atlanta’s central ‘situation, con- 
venient railway connections and healthy cli- 
mate, all combine to make it the best distrib- 
uting point forthis section.” 

“How does Atlanta compare with St. 
Louis ?”’ ; 

“Well, the St.Louis trade reaehes- between 
five and six millions, while that of Atianta is 
only a little over two millions. But there is 
no market betweefi St. Louts and Atiauta, and 
this ia undoubtedly the second largest market 
in the world for mules and horses.” 

“Whore does the stock come from 
where does it go to?”’ 

“It comes mainly from Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Missourt. From Atlanta*as a wholesale 
market the stock is then distributed all over 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, South and North 
Carolina, and to some parts of Mississippi.” 

“How loug has Atlanta controlled that ter- 
ritory ?”’ 

‘Ever since the war, but the increase in the 
buik of trade has been most marked within 
thé last four years. In tive yearsfrom now 
the mule trade here will amount to three mil- 
lion dollars a year, and in ten years from now 
Atlanta will be the largest market in tho 
workd.”’ :

‘*Well, she will have the same territory ten 
years from ffow thatshe has now, but the de- 
mand will be greater for two reasons.. In the 
first place more mules will be needed, and in 
the socond plaee Atlanta’s control over the 
territory will be more complete. The smaller 
distributing pomts will be broken up, and the 
whole trade centered ‘in one place. That’s the 
natural tendency, anyhow.”’ 

‘Suppose Atlanta has a rival?” 

“That is impossible. In the first place her 


and 


, natural and railroad advantages cannot be ri- 


valed, and in the second place Atlanta’s trade 
is too well established. A rival would be 
handica 9% beyond all hope of successful 
a: tit! on.”’ . 

‘What do you call ‘natural advantages?’”’ 

“Situation and climate. The southeastern 
states must depend upon other states for their 
stock. They are not naturally adapted to 
stock raising. Atlanta is practically the cen- 
terofthatcountry. That is, of course, the 
main advantage, but another very important 
consideraticn is that Atlanta is a wonderfully 
healthy place, and that’s more important to 
the mule tradé than you would at first sup- 
pose. Then over and above al! there is the 
railroad connection.”’ 

“When does the season commence ?”’ 

“With December; and runs through the 
witer months. That’s the mule trade—and 
three-fourths of the whole trade is in mules. 
Horses are sold allthe year round, July and 
August being the dullest months. Most of 
the horses sold are sold in and immediately 
around the city. There are so many more 
mules than horses simply becanse the mules 
are so much better fitted for farm work.”’ 

‘*Is there any fire stock in Atlanta?’’ 

"No filty thousand dollar horses, but there 
are quite anumber of really fine thorough- 
breds. I suppose the two finest in the city are 
John Grant's $660 horse, and Mr. Bob Lowry’s 
Henry Grady. 

“Colonel T. P. Westmofeland has a fine 
horse, and Gaines Chisolm has one that cost 
over five hundred dollars. There are eight or 
ten that come in about five hundred dollars. 

_ Then there is one of the fastest horses .in 
Georgia riglit here in Atlanta.”’ 

“Whose is that ?”’ 

“It belongs to Louis Wellhouse, and there 
are several people here that will back it for a 
considerable sum of money. I understand 
that he has several times refused five hundred 
dollars for it.’’ 

“What are the prospects for the mule trade 
this winter ?”’

give your readers at least some idea of what it is. 

Murphy is situated at the confluence of the Hia- 
wassee and Valley rivers, and is the terminus ofthe 
Marietta and North Georvia railroad.

AN UGLY STAB 


Inflicted in a Boyish Quar- 
rel, 


AND G. W. REMBERT IS CUT 


G. W. Rembert and Newt John- 
son Getinto a Little Quarrel. 


A stabbing affray took place last night at 
No. 11 Wheat street. 

The participants’ in the affair were two 
young gentlemefi, who work inthe city and 
board at the aforesaid place. 

Mr. G. W. Rembert, who was stabbed,is six- 
teen years old, and works for Hancock & 
King. 

Mr. Newt Johnson, who did the stabbing, is 
fifteen years old, and works for the Tolbert 
Caligraph company. He is small, weighing 
about one hundred and fifteen pounds, while 
Mr. Rembert is somewhat larger. 

The fuss originated over a very small affair, 
and came very near resulting seriously. 

Mr. Rembert was seen and his statement 
obtained. THe young man was lying upon his 
bed and appeared in fine. spirits. The wound 
was just to the left of the heart, and was in- 
flicted by a pocketknife. Dr. W. 8S. Elkin, 
who was called in to dress the wound, stated 
that he didn’t think it very serious, but could 
inside of twenty-four 
hours. 

Thestatement made by Mr. Rembert was as 
follows: 

“Tt all originated over a pile of clothes 
brought in by the washerwoman. We were 
dividing out the clothes when I got hold of a 
roll of socks, which had been mixed up. One 
washerwoman washed for both of us, and that 
is why things were mixed. I was unrolling 
some socks when he snatched them away. 
reached for them and he shoved me away, and 
Lhithim. He then started to the trunk and 
got his razor, buta gentleman took jt away 
fromhim. He then got another and opened it. 
I told him that we would just drop the subject, 
and I then apologized to him, and he put the 
razor up. Hethen quarrelicd at me, and I 
told him if he wanted satisfaction just to hit 
meand be satisfied. Hesaid: ‘No, I’ll settle 
you before the nightis over.’’ I said that there 
was no use of fussing, but he hit me, and in 
his hand was a knife. I didn’t know that I 
was stabbed, until he said, g‘youw are 
cut now,’ and then I looked = and 
found that I had been stabbed. There have 
been no bad feclings between us, as I have 
only known him for a short time.”’ 

Mr. Johnson, who had been put under arrest 
by Officers Green and Bedford, was interview- 
ed upon the subject, and gave adifferentstory. 
He said: 

“‘T am from Memphis and have been living 
in Atlanta abort one year. I room with Mr. 
Rembert, and have never had a difficulty with 
him, and no bad feelings have existed between 
The way the affair started was this: The 
lady of the house told me to ask Mr. Rembert 
for his board and I did so, and that caused the 
fuss. I also asked him to let me get my shirt 
off the bed, and made a motion to get it wheu 
he shoved ine off. He was angry at me for he 
jumped upon me, grabbed me around the neck 
and struck me upon the iace. I got loose and 
pulled out my razor, but laid it aside and 
struck him with an open pocket 
knife. The whole matter came 
about in this manner.”’ 

‘The young man who was cut expressed a de- 
sire to one of the gentlemen at the house notio 
have Johnson prosecuted. 

. Mr. T. T. Smith stood bond for $100 and 
Johnson was released. 

At last reports the wounded man was resting 

easily and nothing serious was expected.
